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His Pioneers for Christ Club has developed into one of 
the strongest forces at Lee. Weekly more than eighteen 
jail, street, and other services are conducted. During 
this school year the club has traveled more than 
20,000 miles in eight states, conducted more than 
650 services, and has been blessed by having 807 souls 
won to the Lord. 

After his church was visited by the Pioneers for 
Christ, Brother T. W. Day wrote, “Personally, I feel if 
the work they are doing could ‘catch fire’ in the 
Church of God, it would be one of the greatest things 
that has ever happened. I was dubious of Pioneers 
for Christ ... Now, I feel it is the greatest motivating 
force for progress.” 

The Lee College Missions Club under the sponsor- 
ship of Mrs. Avis Swiger this year has continued its 
splendid record. One of my pleasant memories is of 
the support and close contact which we had with the 
Missions Club while serving in Haiti. They are continu- 
ing this good work by meeting each Wednesday at 


noon in fasting and prayer for our church mission- 


aries. They hear weekly reports from the foreign 
fields and often spend their weekends visiting 
churches. This year they have raised over $1,500 of 
which $500 is designated for the building of a church 
memorial. During the Easter holidays some of the 
members visited the Spanish work in New York. They 
conducted services, in churches and on the streets. 
They made many house-to-house visits and were 
amazed to find some children who did not know the 
redemption story of Christ. God blessed their efforts 
by giving them thirty-five converts during this visit. 

Wonderful reports continue to pour in from the 
churches where the Lee College Touring Choir has

The picture of a 
child’s being led to Christ by one of our child evan- 
gelists is one of the most beautiful sights that a 
Christian can behold. These children have a full life 
ahead of them—a full life to be dedicated to Christ. 

Along with these students, the lay members of our 
churches have been seeing the need of being soul- 
winners themselves. Many of these lay members re- 
ceive this burden when the Pioneers for Christ con- 
duct week-end invasions in their churches. The mem- 
bers, old and young alike, have an opportunity to win 
souls on the streets and from door to door with some 
of the students who have had experience and training 
in personal soul-winning.

The Highways 
and Hedges

churches be asked how long it has been since 

they have seen a street service conducted, they 
would probably have to admit that it has been quite 
some time. Indeed, street services seem to be out-of- 
style. There is often a certain stigma attached to 
this type of service which has come about through 
the abuse of the purposes and intentions of street 
services. This feeling, however, can often be removed 
through the execution of a service that reveals or- 
ganization, purpose, and insight. 

As a leader of street services, I have observed many 
benefits that a local church receives through this 
medium of evangelism. It is imperative, however, that 
these services be conducted properly if the wall of 
resistance which is so evident in some cases is to be 
broken down. A group of clean-cut, well-dressed, well- 
respected church members proclaiming the simple 
message of Christ in a decent and orderly manner on 
the street can change the attitude of the general

public from disrespect to appreciation and respect. 

Not only do street services elevate the prestige of the 
church but, more important, they furnish a medium 
through which the lost may be won to Christ, thus 
aiding the church in its evangelistic efforts. Street 
services offer a source of increased contact between 
the church and those around it; if properly conducted, 
they can draw people to the church. 

Another noteworthy benefit of street services is that 
they prepare interested onlookers for the personal 
contacts that usually follow the service proper. Often 
these personal contacts will result in souls being won 
to Christ, which, of course, is the ultimate purpose of 
the endeavor. 

Prayer and dedication can reveal many new ways 
in which to reach men. The “highways and hedges” 
mentioned in one of the parables of our Lord may 
take the form of street services in our present urban 
society. When directed by the Holy Spirit and sanc- 
tioned by God, street services can be the source of 
untold blessings to the local church. 

With the importance of this avenue of evangelism 
established, let us discuss certain basic considerations 
which will add greatly to the success of such services. 

The first consideration is that of applying for the 
privilege of conducting street services in the respective 
city. Little can be accomplished without the coopera- 
tion of the law enforcing agencies. Permission, as well 
as information on the ordinances regulating the use 
of an amplifying system, should be received from the 
proper authorities. Many city officials will cooperate 
with groups making the proper approach and ex- 
hibiting the right attitude. 

After permission is obtained, a location should be 
selected and approved. A good location for a street 
service is a public square, but other places where

Mission Club Evangelism . . . 


The Gospel to Gotham

CITY OF FORTUNE, fame, and fabulousness, 
e . yet a city of failure, fault, and fictitiousness, 

this is the United States Gotham—New York 
City. It is dishonorable that such a gigantic metrop- 
olis has been evangelized so little. 

The Lee College Missions Club in November, 1959, 
received an invitation to visit New York City April 
8-18, 1960, and work with the Spanish Churches of 
God in that area. If the fourteen members of the 
club who participated in this endeavor could have 
stayed three months in this open field of labor, they 
would have only begun their work. 

The days were filled with street services, tract 
brigades, church services, and door-to-door witnessing. 
The language difference was a slight barrier, but 
the people of the churches were very helpful as 
interpreters. 

The club along with Reverend Antonio Collazo, 
Overseer of the Spanish Churches of God east of the 
Mississippi River, conducted a street service in one of 
the huge projects of the city. This project housed 
more than one thousand families. The majority of the 
audience at the service were children. As one of the 
club members told the story of Jesus, she asked 
these children, who numbered more than one hun- 
dred, if they had ever heard of Jesus. It was aston- 
ishing to see only twenty hands raised to signify that 
they had been told the gospel. Four-fifths of this 
group had never heard the story of Christ! Children 
living in the second largest city in the world, a city 
filled with numerous varieties of transportation and 
communication, had never attended church nor heard 
a Bible story. Is this not more than sufficient reason 
for evangelism? 

Another incident occurred in Brooklyn as the group 
was conducting another street service. A fifty-seven 
year old man, after completing his customary re- 
ligious signs, listened intently to the service. Conviction 
was evident on his face. When the invitation for 
prayer was given, this gentleman knelt on the busy 
sidewalk and surrendered his life to God. Another 
result of evangelism in New York City had been 
realized. 

During the services held each evening, children, 


adolescents, and adults rededicated their lives and 
renewed their pledges to God and to His work. The 
club endeavored to make missions and the missions 
cause real to each listener. This, in fact, is the purpose 
of the Missions Club. So many people do not realize the 
necessity of being a missionary—whether it be by 
person, prayer, or purse. Real dedication is essential. 

Missionary work is no story of sadness, sorrow, and 
solitude. It is a story of consecration, care, and con- 
cern. Our prayer is that every person who sees this 
article will become a co-author instead of simply a 
reader.

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Is Unity Always Good?

HERE IS A spirit in this 
perplexed world today to ex- 
alt unity as the only worth- 
while goal for humanity. Bible 
students can well remember that 
the human race, soon after the 
flood, resorted to this same folly. 
They were so enthusiastic with this 
unity that on the plains of Shinar 
they built the Tower of Babel as 
a symbol of this unity. According to 
the Scriptures, this last day futile 
effort to gain self-sufficiency by 
unity will again culminate in the 
errection of a great image as a 
symbol of this unity. To be unco- 
operative with this unity will be 
counted a traitorous act and the 
penalty will be death. Unity is ex- 
alted as a virtue within itself, as 
the only hope of the world. 
Nations are uniting into power 
blocks which they claim is their 
means of salvation. There is a 
strong move throughout the world 
for a union of religious systems. 
Unity can sometimes be an enemy 
of mankind. The tyrants and op- 
pressors of the human race have 
had the unity of peoples and na- 
tions behind them. The devil him- 
self has unity in his kingdom which 
opposes God’s kingdom (Matthew 
12:25, 26). History has proven that

the nonconformers have been the 
benefactors of the human race. The 
gospel of Christ brings separation. 
It does not save whole nations, and 
will never unite the nations during 
this age, but it saves individuals 
and calls them forth to be separate. 

There could no greater thing 
happen to this world than a united 
effort of religious systems to find 
the will of God by using God’s 
Word as a guide for this unity. This 
kind of unity could change the 
world. This is just the opposite 
motive of Pope John’s ecumenical 
council. The motive of this council 
is to obtain conformity to the Ro- 
man Catholic system. The hierarchy 
has let it be known that there will 
be no debating at this council. In 
other words, as usual, there will be 
no considering God’s Word. They 
are willing to “set their house in 
order” for the return of Protes- 
tants. They are willing to make a 
strategic retreat in battle in order 
to win a war. They will never con- 
sent to let God’s Word be a guide 
to unity; the papal curtain has 
barred millions for the Word of God 
for centuries. 

If we are to understand the 
prophetic Scriptures, we will have 
to rise above the trends and opin- 





ions of our times. God’s Word as- 
cends above transitory trends, even 
above the ages, and sees the con- 
sumation from the beginning. Many 
today who are not familliar with 
or do not consider the Scriptures 
profess to fear that Communism 
will infiltrate and take over the 
largest federation of Protestantism. 
Some of these same people would 
welcome and assist the union of 
Rome and this Protestant federa- 
tion. According to the prophetic 
Scriptures and current trends, this 
is the union which is more likely 
to be a scourge and a curse to the 
human race. Let it be emphasized 
again that God’s views are infinitely 
above man’s views. Good hospitals, 
care for the sick, and schools for 
delinquent boys are humanitarian 
works, but human righteousness is 
as filthy rags in God’s sight. Ten 
million years of good works could 
never compensate for the cruel 
papal curtain which for centuries 
has barred men from God’s one 
and only plan of salvation. God 
pictures this system in prophecy 
as being “drunken with the blood 
of the saints, and with the blood 
of the martyrs of Jesus” (Revela- 
tion 17:6). She has been intoxicat- 
ed with the blood of Huguenots,

Albigenses, Waldenses, the Jews and 
Christians of the Spanish Inquisi- 
tion, and thousands of others. 
When this system realizes that she 
is losing her grip on peoples, she 
does not hesitate to drop the hu- 
manitarian camouflage and insti- 
tute a blood bath.

Many newspapers and periodicals 
are boosting a member of this 
system as a candidate for the 
highest office in the United States. 
This system controls a large part 
of the press, even in the Bible 
Belt. Many influential periodicals 
are campaigning diligently for this 
man as president. They are crying, 
“A Catholic can be president’; 
“Public opinion has changed since 
1928.” They are endeavoring to 
produce mass psychology favorable 
to this man. If that dark day ever 
arrives, they would probably go 
easy at first and try to present a 
good front in the country which 
finances practically the whole sys- 
tem. They would try to prove it is 
not a bad thing for a president of 
the United States to be subject to 
a foreign sovereign, but the foot 
would be in the door and the trag- 
edy could not be undone. It would 
be much easier for United States 
foreign policy to be shaped in the 
Vatican and for United States for- 
eign aid to be channeled to enhance 
the power of the church. 


The disproportionate power of 
this system is already dangerous 
in America. According to a recent 
speech by Dr. Glenn L. Archer, 
“There is very strong Roman Cath- 
olic influence in the State Depart- 
ment.” Nuns are taking over some 
of the public schools in Missouri 
and Texas. Two thirds of the fifty 
great cities of the United States 
bow down to the Roman Catholic 


hierarchy. There were hundreds of 
bills in Congress last year designed 
to open the door to tax money for 
parochial schools. Mr. Archer fur- 
ther states that Congress passed a 
bill providing $964,000 in public tax 
money “to refurbish” the Pope’s 
summer home outside Rome.

We recently ‘repaired and re- 
decorated all state-owned property 
on the campground at an esti- 
mated cost of $1,300. 

Our new state parsonage valued 
at $25,000 consists of 1,700 square 
feet plus a double garage and 
storage room completely finished 
with a floor space of 500 square 
feet, making a total of 2,200 square 
feet. There are three spacious bed- 
rooms, large living room, dinette, 
large den, and kitchen with ma- 
hogany paneling, permanent floor 
covering, two complete bathrooms 
with ceramic tile floors. All bed- 
rooms, the living room, and dinette 
are covered with wall-to-wall wool 
carpet. The structure is brick with 
central heating and refrigeration. 
We let our old state parsonage in 
town apply toward this new one, 
costing Northwest Texas $5,800 
more than what the exchange 
amounted to. The parsonage is 
thoroughly furnished with new 
modern furniture. The parsonage 
is erected in a beautiful grove of 
trees on the campground.

disciples, and exhorting them to continue in the 
faith.” He also tells us in Romans 14:1, “Him that is 
weak in the faith receive ye, but not to doubtful dis- 
putations.” He often encouraged the weak to serve 
God and exhorted the Christians to uphold them in 
prayer. Paul had a very effective follow-up program 
in his ministry. The epistles that he wrote were actual- 
ly follow-up letters to the churches which he had 
established. 

The Pioneers for Christ Club at Lee College has 
recognized this great responsibility, and, in recent 
years, has organized an‘ effective “present-day” fol- 
low-up program for those who make decisions for 
Christ. When the name and address of a new convert 
is brought to our office, we send him a letter of 
encouragement with the “You Are Now Saved” and 
“After You Believe” tracts. Along with these tracts 
we send the first in a series of Bible lessons entitled, 
The Way of Salvation. The letter also contains in- 
structions to encourage the convert to continue re- 
ceiving the Bible lessons which deal with subjects 
pertinent to Christian growth such as the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost, the separated life, the second coming 
of the Lord, and Christian stewardship. Contact 
with these converts is maintained as regularly as 
possible. 

In many services children accept Christ as their 
personal Saviour. It is imperative for these young 
people to receive encouragement and guidance in order 
to sustain their spiritual existence during their teen- 
age and young adult life. To meet the common needs 
of their spiritual problems, we have a special course 
for all converts under fourteen years of age. This 
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course deals with the way of salvation, serving the 
Lord through daily devotions and daily witnessing; 
and overcoming temptations. 

With some small modifications to fit your situation, 
you too, can maintain an effective follow-up program 
in your own local church. Begin now to get the names 
and addresses of those who are won to the Lord 
through the efforts of your church. Visiting and en- 
couraging each new convert can add to the church 
strong, stable Christians who will be fruitful laborers 
for the Lord.

people normally congregate will also prove effective. 
Regularly scheduled, punctual services will often at- 
tract the same persons week after week. 

Needless to say, such services should be thoroughly 
prepared and organized beforehand, but not to the 
ruling out of the moving of the Spirit. The songs, 
musical arrangements, testimonies, and message 
should be prepared in advance so that the service 
will progress, with no time wasted. A simple direct 
message with Christ as the theme and salvation as 
the goal should always be presented. The songs should 
also be filled with conviction and purpose. 

The group should remember to avoid antagonizing 
the audience. Blocking sidewalks or other inconsiderate 
acts can easily nullify your results. Always practice 
courtesy. When facilities such as electrical outlets 
are supplied by the merchants or offices nearby, a 
personal expression of gratitude is very appropriate 
after the close of each service. 

The invitation at the end of the service does not 
end the opportunity to lead the lost toward new life. 
The distribution of well selected gospel tracts along 
with personal witnessing can prove to be a remarkably 
effective one if the local church will plant the seed, 
water and cultivate it, and allow God to give the 
increase.
